Meyerbeer has suffered a great domestic calamity. He has lost one 
of his brothers, scarcely 44 years of age. This brother, to whom he 
was much attached, was struck with apoplexy while walking in one of the 
streets in Berlin. He dragged himself home with difficulty, and died 
two days afterwards. 

The Independent of Brussels states that on Saturday last cries were 
heard in the apartment occupied by Mademoiselle Crecy, an actress in 
that city, and that a few minutes afterwards a medical ran was called in 
to attend a lady, whom he found lying on a sofa, bathed in blood. It 
would appear that wounds had been made in the head and hands of the 
sufferer. The person thus injured is Madame Royer, who, after a sharp 
discussion with Mademoiselle Crecy, was attacked by the latter, and 
wounded as stated above. Mademoiselle Crecy was interrogated the 
next day by the Juge d’Instruction, and the wounds, it was stated, were 
given with a steel leaf-cutter. The matter, however, says the Belge, will 
probably terminate in a complaint before the Correctional Police. 

Mr. T. D. Rice, the original “ Jim Crow,” who acquired so much po- 
pularity here a few seasons back, has again arrived in this country from 
New York, and will perform at the Adelphi Theatre after the Christmas 
holidays. 

Mr. O'Neill, the gentleman who made his debut last summer at the 
Haymarket in the character of Dz.O’ Toole, has been engaged at that 
Theatre for next season.
